O f those churches nothing now 
remains b u t a round tower overlook ing 
tiie water, nntl by it stands a ruined 
wall p artially covered with ivy and 
other creep ing plants. 
Close by the 
ruins is a clump of bushes, a nd under 
these is a cave, which Ls k now n as St. 
P a tric k ’s Purgatory. 
T he l« ‘gend has it tha t St. Patrick 
implorixl the Lord to rem ove the en- 
tranee to p urgatory to Ireland so that 
doubters might believe in th« * im m or­ 
tality of the soul and the p unis hm ent 
which a w a its the godless a fter death. 
Go d gra nte d the saint’s petition, and 
the cave on Irish Klltra became hen« *e- 
forth, as believed by thousands, the 
entr ance to p urgatory. 
H ow e v e r the st« jry originated, it is a 
sufficient gu arantee tha t St. Patrick 
was closely Identified with the island 
and the cave. 
T he place was regarded 
as holy from ti me immemorial and is 
still so regarded by many. 
For cen­ 
turies p ious monk s guarded the en- 
tranee to the cave, and duri ng the mid­ 
dle ages gre a t numbers flock ed to the 
place from all p arts of Europe.

nual p rocessions were made to tho sa 
crod locality within r« *eent years and 
ar« » p robably not discontinued even up 
to the present.
